ho late Francis A. Walker on "The 
Janses of Poverty."

How on English Castle Was Attacked In 


the 1'lftcentli Century. 


Sir John Fastolf had by his will fle 


•vised his castle, callsd Caister, to John 
Paston. As a fortification, it was an 
excellent defense against foreign invad 
ers, and as a residence it was worthy o: 
royalty itself. In fact, the Dnke of 
Qloster, afterward Richard HI, at one 
time contemplated making it his abode 
While Paston was trying to establish 
his title in the courts the Duke of Nor 
folk purchased a pretended claim to it 
and sought to gain possession by force 
The Pastons did not propose to yield 
though the duke was then probably th 
most powerful noblo in England, am 
John Paston was his liveried servant 
Four professional soldiers were sent u 
from London to aid in the defense 
They are described as "provyd men 
conning in wen- and can wel schot 
both gonnes and orossbowes aud devyse 
bolwerkys and keep wacche and warde. 
They be sadde and wel advysed, saving 
on of them, whyche is ballyd (bald) but 
yit he is no brawler. Ye shall fynd them 
gentvlmauly comfortable fellowes, and 
that "they dare abyde ty ther taklyng." 


Young John Paston, aided by these 


four and by a handful of personal friends 
and followers, held the castle for several 
weeks against a siege conducted by tho 
duke's army of 3,000 men. By the 
terms of tbe final surrender the besieged 
ware allowed their lives and goods, 
horses and harness, and a respite for 15 
days, in which to go where they pleased. 
They reported that they were forced to 
surrender by "lak of vitayl, gonepow- 
dyr, menys herts and surete of rescue.' 
Edward IV had refrained from interfer- 
ing in this extraordinary contest, be- 
cause the troubles with Warwick were 
gathering thickly about him, and tho 
Mow brays were too necessary to be safe- 
ly offended.—Sewanee .Review.

Baldwin tendered Baker 364 silver 


dollars in payment of a debt "due him. 
Baker refused to accept silver unless 
enough \°ere offered him to equal at 
the market value of silver, 364 gold 
dollars. 


It is announced that this case, which- 


ever way it may be decided in ,the 
Circuit Court, will be talten to tbe 
Supreme Court of the United State?. 
The suit is' a friendly one and tbe ob- 
ject of the litigants is to ascertain 
from the highest coun. in the country 
whether standard dollars a're a legal 
tender. This question has never been 
decided by the Supreme Court of the 
United Statea and all efforts heretofore 
made to test the constitutionality1 of 
the acts of 1873 and 1878 in the Supreme 
Court have failed. 


It would.-be a terrible blow to Me-. 


Kinley-Hannaiam if the Supreme Court 
of the United Stales, " by a mere legal 
technicality," aa tbe President terms 
it, should decide that United Stales 
dollars, containiug 412}< grains of 
standard silver are- B legal tender for 
all debts. If the court should so.de- 
cide, it is probable that, as in the in- 
come tax case, a Justice of that august 
tribunal could -be persuadfd 
to change 


his opinion, and that upon a rehearing 
the court would reverse.itself. What 
baa happened may occur again, and 
the scales of Justice are not to be 
trusted when there are millions on one 
eide of the balance.
